I could doe no leſſe but lay it open to 


ſtendome may take crample by the ſame, and feare hereaf- 


ter to attempt the like inhumaine, vrmaturall and moſt vn⸗ 
godly actions, which aboue all other that Citie bath ſundzte 
times committed, eſpecially in two points: firſt, in ſlaugh⸗ 
tering the bloud of many thouſande innocents , and ſecond⸗ 
ly foz reſiſting and rebelling from time to time againſt the 
authozitic of their Doueraigne and Chaiſtian King, where- 
in they haue of long time peruiſhly continued. Foz which 
their ſo inſolent crimes, doubtles almighty God doth iuſtly 
plague and puniſh them, the rather to make it knowen vn⸗ 
to them and others, that he is a iuſt God, and will puniſh 
the bloud-thirſtie and wicked, as he hath pꝛamiled, euen to 


the third and lourth generation. 


Such haue berne the crimes of thoſe pꝛoude and dillopal 
Pariſeans, (who of late peares liued in great pꝛoſperitie, 
and abounded in wealth) that in the life tine ol that 
thirſtie Butcher, and vnnaturall Purtherer of Chꝛiſti 
called the Duke of Guize, with the conſent ol the Queene 
mother and her aſſociates , ſuffered to be accompliſhed and 
perſoꝛmed within the ſaide Citie, a lamentable Maſſacre 
of many thouſand anon . 
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ally as were of the flower and chiefe of the Nobihtie of 
France the ue benny pet ſofrelh in memozie , that the 
of thoſe then Claughtered aſketh revenge and craueth 
bloud agatne vpon thoſc hard hearted helhoundes and the ir 
poſteritie, now maintapners of their vnholy League, that 
lung time haue reſiſted the authozitie of the higher powers, 
anigiuen their conſents to ſee the diſſolution and ruine 
of that. kingdame.,, and the ſubucrſion of their king , bis 
Crowne and dignitie NRopall, as they have doone from 
time to time. Foꝛ which their ſo hoꝛrible actions, togr ther 
with their greenous crimes and deteſtable pꝛide, whoꝛe⸗ 
dome, inceſt, gluttony, and ſuch uke abhommable vices 
which they of long time vcd, it hath pleaſed God to ſerde 
among them extreame famine (a ſharpe meſſenger of re- 
uenge to puniſh them) whereby they are at this pꝛeſert in 
ſuch greruous diſtreſſe as it is lamentable to repoꝛt. Fo? 


the Citte is beſteged round about by the kinges power 


which is very ſtrong,andtherbyhath cut them off from ka- 
victuals oꝛ other ſuccour whatſoencr , their victu- 
als wilden was ſpent long ſince, whereby they are in wo⸗ 
full caſe ſod want of fade. They arc enfo2ced to eate Hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, Aſſes, Dogges, Cattes, Rattes, Bice , and other fil 
thie and vnactuſtomed things fo: their ſuſtenance, yea that 
which is moꝛe odjous in reſpect of their necefſitie, it is ſayd 
that they are enfoꝛted tofeede one vpon an other: and that 
though ferbleneſſe and want of vicuals they fall downe 
dead in the ſtrertes and in their houſes, A mot lamentable 
and vnactuſtomed thing to be done, yet conſtrayned ſo to 
dor by meanes of their want and greruous famine, which 
is now generally among them. This their necefſitic map 
be compared to the want t miſerable eſtate of the Tewes 
pt the ſiedge of Jeruſalem, where death th2eatned the de⸗ 
tfruction of all the uchabitants, thereby ſye wing them that 
fo: their wickedneſſe and wilfull ſtubboꝛnneſſe their delltu⸗ 
ion is at hand. 
The Friers and Cleargie men who are the ring lea⸗ 
ders 1d pꝛincipall gouernours there at this pꝛeſent time, 
perteiuing 
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Cittie, and commaunded them to bꝛing in all their warlike 
furniture which they had in their honſes, to the intent that 
they might lee if they were ſeruiceable oꝛ not fo2 warre, 
ſo when they had gotten al the ſame furniture ol pikes hal- 
bards, muſkets, gunnes, dagges, ſwondes, and ſuch like, 
they detained their weapons and ſent cucry man home a- 
gain de ſtitute of any furniture, wherwith to defend them- 
felues if occaſion ſhould ſerue, whereby they haue weake⸗ 
ned the whole multitude of Citizens, and dzawen the 
ſtrength of the Cittic into their owne direction and go- 
nermment , fearing leaſt that famine ſhoulde compell the 
generall multitude to rebell againſt them, and ſo conſtrapn 
the latte fed Fricrs to vcede to their daily outcries, which 
is to peelde vppe the Cittie into the kinges handes and to 
ſubmitte them (clues to his mercy, which to doe they can 
not compell them foꝛ want of weapons. Some here map 
happely demaunde, why the Cleargie men and chicke Ru⸗ 
lers, will not per lde it vppe as well as the reſt, rather then 
to taſte offamine and ſo to ſuffer ſo grieuous and cruell a 
toꝛment, which is moze bitter then death, but loꝛ aun\wer 
thereto let this ſuffice, The Leagers and Cleargy men 
of the Cittie, ſuſpecting long befoze that ſuch miſery would 
come to paſſe, did vitaile themſelues fo2 a long time, ſo. 
that thoſe eſpecially that are chieſe gouernours, Officers, 
Watchmen, and Guard to the Cittie, haue yet ſome ſuſ⸗ 
ficient maintenance , neuertheles the ozdinarp Friers are 
not far differing from the generall ſtate of the lay men in 
that Citty, foz they are almoſt ſtarued by reaſon i their 
finall aflowance, ſo that moſt of them looke like vnto wild 
men, whole countenance is leane and ſtearne, as willing 
to ſnatch at the quarter of a god dogge, as ſwne as any 
other, though it coſt twentie ſhillings,as at this pꝛeſent it 
ts woꝛth among them. rn 
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Citfy and inhabitants therein, whoſe miſery is doubt⸗ 


** Ap giue him victozy ouer 
thoſe rebellious and traiterous perſons. At the comming 


ſtene vpon the coaſt of France, foz one of her 
ſhippes called the Uangard,, being in the nar- 


ter confuſion, which God grant foz his mercie ſake. Amen
